Area Close to the Bullen Yards

Hands 



1 Purchases of waterfront areas ad- 
jacent to the yards of the British Co- 
lumbia Marin.- Rallw iy company, 
stated tn be on behalf of a German 
syndicate represented by A. von Al- 
venslaben of Vancouver, have given 
rise to rumors that German shipbuild- 
ers, are considering establishing ship- 
yards at Esquimau. Purchases of land 
adjoining the Bullon yards are also re- 
ported, said to be on behalf ot that 
llrm, the expectation of Increased ac- 
tivity in the shipbuilding line, par- 
ticularly in view of the anticipated 
construction of warships for the new 
Canadian navy. 

A. H. Piggott yesterday sold to A. 
Ldneham, who Is stated to be acting In 
the interests of the German syndicate, 
represented in British Columbia by A. 
von Alvenslaben of Vancouver. A lot 
situated nearby, fronting on Esqui- 
mau harbor, was also purchased from 
Hr. Stanler. 

There has been considerable activity 
In Esqulmalt realty sine.' it was an- 
nounced that naval activity would 
shortly be resumed, and that cruisers 
for Canada's navy were to be built, 
most probably at Esqulmalt. Yester- 
day Leemlng Bros, sold two hits on 
the main street of the naval village. 
The price was not stated. 

The area purchased on behalf of the 
German buyers is located near the 
naval hospital, and fronts on the har- 
bor.

by Ice Jam in Eraser 



Ice crack, and before I had time to get 
down a couple of decks the whole solid 
mass of lco was going down the river 
about 14 ot IB miles an hour. The lco 
came rushing pa.st the boat and car- 
ried the staging away, but fortunately 
It Just kept clear of the shores or 
props, which held the boat up. If It 
had ' taken them down the steamer 
would have fallen in the river, .and 
would have been a total loss in a.few 
seconds. To illustrate the force, there 
was a big Iceberg on a sand bar in 
the middle of the river opposite the 
boat, which weighed thousands of tons 
and was stuck fast on the bur. The 
big pieces of Ice, four and six : feet 
thick, weighing tons, would hit this 
big piece and fly in the air fifteen feet 
high. It was the grandest sight lever 
saw, and ever expect to see. The 
water came up about two feet, and all 
the lumber started to lloat away in the 
yard, and wo had to run In the water 
up to our kneoa to save It. This hap- 
pened about 11 o'clock. 

About two o'clock the ice jammed 
again and the water came up and 
Iloatcd the boat off the stocks. In a 
llttlo while the ice started to go down 
again. Of course we had two or three 
lines from the boat tied to trees on 
sboro. The Ice, of which there was 
about forty miles, is still Jamming. In 
the meantime the river has fallen ten 
feet. Tlie boat for the present is safe, 
having been drawn close in shore, she 
is badly twisted, and will lake two or 
three thousand dollars to straighten 
her up again, but she is not out of 
danger yet for she is liable to go at 
any time. When the ice started tin: 
second time the boat bumped into a 
warehouse in which I here was live or 
six thousand dollars worth of stuff 
for the boat, and between it and the 
ico smashed it down. 1 have been up 
ever since ;s o'clock Ibis morning tak- 
ing the stuff out of the warehouse 
while the water was low. We are 
merely standing by now, for we can- 
not do anything until the insurance 
adjuster arrives. 



SEALING STEAMER

Iceland Ground Between Floes and 
Sinks — Florizel Returns to New- 
foundland With Her Crew. 



ST. JOn.V, Nfd., April 2.— The scal- 
ing steamer Iceland, operating in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, was crushed in 
tho lec last Wednesday and went to 
the bottom. The sealer Florizel, which 
arrived here with news of the disaster, 
rescued the members of the crew. 

When the Florizel left the sealing 
grounds the steamer Now Foundland 
was in a dangerous position, hard 
pressed by the huge ice Hoes. Tho 
steamer Eagle was standing by, pre- 
pared to take off the 200 men aboard 
if the New Foundland sank. 

Tho Florizel brought tho largest 
catch of seals ever recorded here, her 
fare numbering -11), 000 skins, valued at 
about $120,000. 

Tin; season has been remarkably 
prosperous, tho catch in sight being 
worth $000,000.

Launched on Wednesday — 
Crews for Sternvvheelers 
Sail on Princess May Tonight 



When the steamer Princess May, 
Capt. McLeod, which returned from 
Skagway and northern ports yesterday 
morning, leaves again for the north 
tonight, she will take among her pas- 
sengers captains and crews for the 
stornwheol river steamers Port Simp 
sen and Huzelton of the Hudson's Bay 
company, which will be launched from 
the skids where they have rested al! 
winier at Poll Simpson on April 11th. 
and will resume service soon after that 
lime. Capt. Jackrnan, who (rocs- to 
take charge of tin- Port Simpson again 
is taking llftei n men witli him. his 
chief engineer being li. Jensen, while 
Pat Moore goes as purser and John 
Knox as steward. Capt. C. Gardltlei 
goes to take command of the I laze] - 
ton, with Pat Mickey as chief engineer 
and fourteen others. 

There will be no less than eight 
sternwheelers in service on tho Skeena 
river this season, giving practically a 
daily service from Prince Rupert to 
Haznlton. The Port Simpson and 
Hazelton are Looked full for three 
trip.-; and all the vessels on the river 
are expected to have a. ver;.' busy sea- 
son. The steamers which will engage 
this year are the Port Simpson and 
Hazelton of the Hudson's Hay com- 
pany, the Operator, Conveyor, Distri- 
butor, Skeena and Omlnoca of Foley, 
Welch & Stewart, contractors for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, who will use 
their steamers to carry their supplies, 
and tile new steamer Inlander, built 
at (bo Victoria Machinery depot lor 
the Prince Rupert and Skeena River 
Navigation company. 

The steamer Inlander has been min - 
ed on to the slip at the Victoria Ma- 
chinery depol and Is ready for launch- 
ing. It Is expected she will be placed 
In the water on Wednesday. Capt. 
Bucey, formerly of the Hudson's Hay 
Co.'s steamer Hazelton is to have com- 
mand of the Inlander. This vessel 
constructed here, Is being onglned and 
equipped with boiler by tlie Victoria 
Machinery depot. 

It had been Intended to put In a 
tramway at Kitsela.s canyon for use 
tills season during the period of high 
water on the Skeena, hut this plan 
has been abandoned and horses will 
bo used to haul the freight from the 
steamers used below the canyon to 
those covering the eighty-mile stretch 
above the canyon to Hazelton. It was 
considered inadvisable to put in the 
tramway for one season, as it is con- 
sidered that before the period of high 
water the following year the railroad 
will have been built beyond Kltselass 
canyon. 

Tho Port Simj )SOll and Hazelton 
have been overhauled in readiness for 
this season's service, practically a new 
hull being built lor the Hazelton.

The Naval Estimates 

Tim British naval estimate:* I'm' this 
year just brought down total 200 mil- 
lions of dollars. J25.O00.O00 for ship 
construction in i-xeess of last year 
being provided. The intimates for llilu- 
1 1 amount to u io,ti(i:i,700 compared 
with £35,142,700 fur the current year. 
New construction for the year' will 
cost £13,27!I,S30, as against J."S,SS5.- 
194 for 1909-10. Of this amount 
£.11,850,790 will lie spent on the con- 
tinuation of work on shins already 
under construction, and .C 1,429,0 10 
for beginning- work on ships of the. 
now programlne which is composed 
as follows: Five largo armored ships, 
live protected cruisers, twenty destroy- 
ers, and a number of submarine boats 
estimated to cost a sum of three- 
quarters of a million pounds in all. 

Between the 1st April, 1909, and 
tin' 31st March, 1910, the foil, .wine, 
ships will have been completed and 
become available for service: five 
battleships — Temeruire, Collingwood, 
St. Vincent, Superb, and Vanguard. 
Two unarmored cruisers— Boadicea, 
and Bellona. .Vine destroyers — six 
ocean going vessels of the tribal class, 
the large experimental Swift and the 
two river class vessels purchased 
from Messrs. Cammell, Laird & Co. 
Six (Irst-class torpedo bouts (coastal 
destroyers, and four submarines. 

On th,. 1st April. 1910. there will be 
under construction: Seven battle- 
ships, three armored cruisers, tone 
protected cruisers, two unarmed cruis- 
ers, thirty-seven torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers and nine submarines. 



Of these the following- are expected 
to be completed by the end of the 

financial year 1910-11: A battleship, 
an armored cruiser, and an unarmed 
cruisor, Ave protected cruisers, twenty 
destroyers, and fo&ur submarines.

"I am in a position to 
state that Ihe whole of the personnel 
required for the artillery is trained 
ami availahb ." Twelve months ago 
Mr. Ilaldane virtually abandoned tic 
scheme of employing the Special Re- 
serve for mobilizing th,- mid artillery, 
a scheme whi.h the experts hail been 
almost unanimous in condemning. In 
place ,,f the discarded plan lie sub- 
stituted an arrangement under which 
a large number of th.. recruits taken 
for this branch of the service were 
annually to be enlisted under special 
conditions. They were to engage 
themselves for a term of only three 
years with t lie colors, followed by a 
term of nine years in the Reserve,

Hollows McGregor 
man in New Hampshire, a 
to I,,- th.- oldest Mason in 
ili.-d at his home in Newport, X. II.. 
recently, He was in his L09th year. 

.Mr. McGregor was horn in North 
Newport on Sept. 0. 1801, about one 
\c.ar after George Washington died.. 
II.- was a hoy of eleven when the war 
of 1812 was declared, and just past 
forty when hostilities with the .Mexi- 
cans opened. lb- was fourteen when 
Hi.- battle of Wat.-rloo was fought and 
sixty at the beginning of the Civil 
war in this country. His father was 
Joel McGregor, and his mother's mai- 
den name w as .Martha Hollows. I lo 
had three brothers, Guytis, Cyrus and 
Laomy, and Hire.- sisters. Polly. Mar- 
tha and Ruby, all of whom reached 
advanced ages. tin- first-mentioned 
being ninety-four when he died. 

When .lames was four years old he 
began his school life at North New- 
port, and continued il at that place 
until he was nineteen. During vaca- 
tions In- assisted his father on the 
farm. Aft. r this, ho attended New- 
port Academy a year, then in ehnrgo 
of William Calrk, a well known teach- 
er in those days. Then he taught 



school one winter In Simon. After 
this ho taught school, at North New- 
port. Airs. Wiliiam AVelley, aged 
eighty-two, i.s the only pupil now liv- 
ing. 

In 1824 Air. McGregor, accompanied 
by T. Metcalf, went to Albany, X'. v., 
walking all but sixteen miles of the 
distance. On his return he entered a 
store in Newport '-its a clerk. There 
lie remained a number id' months. He 
was then employed in a store at Salis- 
bury three years, and in another store 
of ihe same town one year. In 182S 
ho taught singing schools, and in 1S29 
lie bought a store in Lunenburg, Vt. 
In 1X30 lie built a store in Lunenburg, 
and in 1831 disposed of his interests 
for about $2,000. 

On Nov. 9, 1832, ho married Aliss 
Elizabeth Jane Townsend, sister ot 
Mrs. Amos Tuck, of Exeter, lie then 
returned to Lunenburg, Vt., and again 
entered business. His next change 
was to Boston, where lie remained 
about one year. He went to Newport, 
and later manufactured barrel.-) in 
Waterville, Ale., three years. In 1838 
he again taught singing with much 
success in several towns "in Maine. 

Air. McGregor's remarkable consti- 
tution I.s shown by the fact that until 
he was 10f> years old he Insisted on 
helping make the hay crop, and claim- 
ed that he could rake as much hoy as 
any of the hired men. Save t he- 
trouble with his sight, which was not 
serious beyond preventing his reading, 
Mr. McGregor's only physical ailment 
was slight deafness, tine had to raise 
his voice considerably to make himself 
heard, hut I here was not the slightest 
trouble with tin- aged man's intellect, 
lor lie was always prompt and to the 
point in responding to ,, question, 
and In- iiad a keen sense of humor, too. 

Air McGregor was so old that he re- 
membered occurrences of almost a 
century ago, and a visit with him 
s.euied almost like talking lo a man 
from another world. He remembered 
personally so many Important things 
that men of middle life know of only 



as history that one was carried back 
almost unbelievable lengths in talking 
with him. 

Mr.' 'McGregor had seen the nation 
grow from a few hundred thousands te 
more than 80,000,000 of people, and lie 
lias seen thirty-two States added to 
the union. There were sixteen states 
when he was born, and now there aru 
forty-eight. He had lived under 
twenty-three of the twenty-live na- 
tional administrations and lie had been 
a Democrat ever since there was a 
Democratic party, but of late he had 
been a little weak in the faith. 

When he was born the Union stop- 
ped at tlie Mississippi River, where It 
abutted on the possessions of France-. 
He had seen the- development of the 
Union until it extends from ocean to 
ocean, and takes In islands in both the 
great oceans, and he had seen tho de- 
velopment of all the marvellous inven- 
tions, such as the telephone, the elec- 
tric railway, the automobile, tho flying 
machines, the steamboat and all the 
other great things that this generation 
accepts as a matter of course. 

Air. McGregor joined the Masonic 
lodge In Salisbury in 1S2G and had 
been a Mason ever since. For a good 
many years he had been a member of 
Alt. Vernon lodge in Nejvport. When 
he was one hundred years old the 
lodge paid him an official visitation.

that are the outward and visible signs of city 
civilization !

To wish for a thing with Marie Antoinette 
was to have it. .and King Louis appears to 
li ive paid ber reckonings again and .again, 
whether under protest or with a good grace 
does not appear. His account book includes 
the period from June, 1772. until December, 
1784, .and from January to June 1791. A few 
items of expenditure run closely together and 
concern Parisian jewelWs, for the love of the 
Queen for jewels, particularly for diamonds, 
can never be forgotten when her name is 
men tii ined. 

Marie Antoinette's jewels and lace .arc of 
world-wide renown, and some of them arc in 
the bands today of ladies who frequently 
wear them at society functions in London 
and elsewhere. In December. 1775. King 
Louis made an entry of 11,000 livres (the 
livre being at this period about if in value) 
for a jewelled watch bought by his wife, .and 
in the following year, in the same month, he 
made a note of having pair 24,625 livres to 
the celebrated Parisian jeweller, Boehmer. 
Shortly afterwards the Queen w.as in Boeh- 
mcr's shop, where a pair of exquisite earrings 
caught her eye. Finding that they cost 348,- 
000 livres, she realized that she could not pos- 
sibly secure them on the spot, for all that re- 
mained of her allowance was 48,000 livres. 
King Louis, when she made an appeal to him, 
yielded, with his usual good nature, and so an 
exact entry appears in his book of the pur- 
chase (if the earrings on six years' credit. 
Payment was duly made, but when the debt 
was cleared, it had been increased by 72,684 
livres for further pieces of jewellery. Marie 
Antoinette's regal ideas of expenditure were 
not limited to outlay upon herself. Sur- 
rounding her was a group of favorites', and 
many entries deal with the gifts she bestowed 
upon them. To Count Esterhazy frequent 
grants were made, and the King makes a note 
such as the following, in October, 1775; No- 
vember, 1777. and December, 1778 and- 1781 : 
"I gave the Queen 15,000 livres for Count 
Esterhazy."

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HOW WE ADVERTISE OURSELVES 

Every one of us, by confessing our opinion 
of the world in general and humankind in par- 
ticular, inadvertently holds up a mirror to our 
own character that all the world may sec jus; 
who we are, and what we arc, and why. In 
other words, the impression that we have oi 
the men and women about us is the impression 
that we convey to those same men and women 
of ourselves, no matter how widely we may 
think that we differ from those we kindly or 
unkindly criticize. The simplest case in proof 
of this is one to whose truth we can all bear 
testimony. If we see a child or a dog or a 
horse "take to" any one, as we express it, we 
know that; it is because th at person possesses 
an instinctive fondness for children and ani- 
mals, and the objects uf that affection feel it 
intuitively. There seems to be a beautiful 
balance existing everywhere in God's creation 
if we care to take the trouble i" find it. ami 
whatever good we draw from outside our- 
selves, we invariably give hack again to bene- 
fit and to bless; not because we mean to do 
so, or try in do so, hut because it i- one of 
nature'.-, laws that we musl do so. If we de- 
rive no good from people and things about i s, 
\vc can give nothing good to them, no matter 
how superior and high-minded we may feci 
ourselves to be. 

Ask a man how he judges his fellowman, 
not individually of course, but collectively, and 
3-011 get a pretty fair estimate of that man's 
own worth, lie may tell you jovially that he 
finds the world a good place, his fellows trust- 
worthy for the most part, ami an undercur- 
rent of sympathy everywhere existing am eg' 
a gregarious people, to In: openly and material- 
ly expressed when occasion calls for such an 
expression; so you form an instinctive opin- 
ion of that man, and time will prove your es- 
timate the correct one. lie will be a cheer- 
ful companion without any morbidness what- 
soever, a.nd have a beneficial effect wherever 
nis presence is felt. lie will "dispense kind- 
nesses with a lavish hand, and be worthy of 
your confidence or the confidence of any one. 
Again, you may meet a man prosperous, well- 
carecl-for, with the appearance of having every 
wish gratified, who will tell you in a low voice 
that the way to success can only he found 
after you have adopted as your guiding 
maxim, "Always distrust everyone until you 
find out you are mistaken. Believe every man 
a liar until you have proved that he speaks 
the truth." A man like this, in spite of his own 
efforts to convince people' that be is different 
from those he condemns, convicts himself out 
of his own mouth ; and we wonder at once hv 
what unfair ways and means he has reached 
what he terms success. Then there is the in- 
dividual who thinks morality a dead issue, and 
gloomily expresses his morbid belief in regard 
to his own sex, and in regard to womankind. 
He would have you believe that he is outside 
the pale of his sweeping assertions, but we all 
know wdiat is the prevalent opinion relating 
to men of this stamp ; and why from instinctive 
distaste for their society we hesitate even to 
help them to see things in a different light. 
Here is a little man, his body bent, his face pale 
through ill-health and long hours, his nervous 
hands w ith their artistic fingers toil worn from 
manual labor; his forehead furrowed with 
lines of thought that have meant countless 
hours of suffering, but the dream is in his 
eyes still, the dream that he knows will come 
irue in God's good time, and meanwhile there 
are other blessings, lie will tell you of those 
other blessings, in halting English perhaps, hut 
in a way that is none the less eloquent and con- 
vincing, lie will say that he find.-, the worl 1 a 
good nlacc and hie well worth living; that 
there is no human heart without It ; little bit of 
godliness, the leaven which, working in the 
whole lump of humanity, must gradually ele- 
vate the whole. What do we think of this lit- 
tle man, you and I. alter we have heard his 
judgment of his fellowman: Perhaps we can- 
not quite form an opinion, but we thank- Cod 
for such as he. 

And there are all sorts and oialitions of 
women, just as there arc all sorts and condi- 
tions of men; and if it i- not quite so easy to 
judge them from their confessed opinions, as 
it is to judge the stronger sex, 1 is because 
in the less worthy cases the- profess a false be- 
lief for the sake of the pose they are at thai 
moment adopting.

come it must have in order tor it to thrive and 
expand. If -he tells von with a simplicity that 
has nothing in it of false pride, but is all sin- 
cerity, that she thinks an All-wise Creator 
made man the stronger physically, and woman 
the stronger morally, and lias made it possible 
for the latter to elevate the whole world in- 
proving the unlimited strength of intangible 
right over material might, then we may he 
fairlv certain that thai woman i- a source 
of spiritual power, and that her influence will 
alvvavs be beneficent and pure. I f with solemn 
earnestness a woman confides to you that she 
is no lover of her own sex, as "ail they think 
about are gossip and scandal-mongering," you 
feel verv much of an inclination to inquire, 
"Mow do you know?" Scandal will noi he re- 
peated to deaf ears, and it takes two at least 
to gossip. >So we might go on, ad libitum, 



quoting one examnle after another in proof of 
the statement that in ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred we believe of others only what w e 
are ourselves. 

Hut it rests with ourselves to make of our- 
selves just what we wish to be; and just what 
we make of ourselves, we make of the world 
for .ourselves and for those we influence. This 
is our salvation. W e cannot make the sky any 
bluer, the winds an) more health-giving, the 
flowers any sweeter. We cannot make little 
children's laughter any fuller of melody than 
it is already, we cannot make more beautiful 
the smiles of those we love. But we can keep 
our eyes widely open to the presence of all 
loveliness; our senses alert to the existence of 
all harmony; our minds alive to the prevailing 
good in everything. In short, we can, if we 
choose to rlo so. find the secret keynote which 
is back and beyond everything in the world;

"lilgar's new songs can unh he pronounced 
a disappointment," says London Truth. 
"While graceful, melodious and expressive up 
io a point, they cannot be called great in any 
sense of the term, being nothing like so origin- 
al and attractive, as those of the famous 'Sea 
Pictures' series, though even these, it is to be 
feared, for all their popularity, are hardly to be 
reckoned among the finest things that Elgar 
h;is dune. The tnitli is. apparently, that we 
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cannot hope to produce songs in England in 
any, way comparable with the best things of 
this kind done by the foreigner, though why 
this should be is not very obvious. In his 
larger works Elgar has written music worthy 
of being ranked with the best produced abroad. 
Why, therefore, should he be unable to give us 
also some really fine and original songs capa- 
ble of taking their place beside those of, say. 
Strauss and Wolf, to name no others? As it is, 
such as he has written so far are. for the most 
part, unworthy altogether of the best work 
which he has done in other directions." 




Autograph collectors in Berlin had a fur- 
ther opportunity to indulge their special fad a 
few days since. At a sale of manuscripts an 
original treatise by Cluck on his "Iphigenie en 
Tauride" and "JSch'o and Narcissus" 'brought 
$240. A higher figure was reached by an arti- 
cle by Wagner containing his observations on 
the complete edition of his hterary and politi- 
cal writings. Three hundred and thirteen dol- 
lars was the price paid. 

Four parts of the orchestra score of a Bach 
cantata were sold for $231 I a letter written by 
Cluck in August. 177K, to a Paris friend. $225; 
an unpublished composition by Joseph Haydn, 
$264; a letter of the same composer's, $95; a 
letter of Liszt's, the modest sum of $10 ; a 
Schubert autograph, consisting only of the in- 
itials of the composer's name. $16; an album 
leaf of Rubinstein's. $20; and an album leaf of 
Wagner's, with music. S83. 

Songs, chants and marches written by Rus- 
sian convicts have been collected by M. I I art- 
veld, who visited many Siberian prisons for 
the purpose last year, and will be sung in vari- 
ous European capitals by a company gathered 
by M. Brikin, impresario of the Kief f Opera. 
Several of the songs have an accompaniment 
imitating the sound of fetters. 



An event which is sure to prove interesting 
will take place in New York in the near fu- 
ture, when .Mrs. Gilbert Jones, president of the 
National League for the Civic Education of 
Women, will debate with .Madame Nordica as 
to the merits and demerits of woman suffrage. 
Madame Nordica is an ardent suffragette and 
Mrs. Gilbert an able exponent of the opposite 
side of the question. 



The widow of a violinist recently run over 
by a Third avenue car in New ^ ork was 
granted $30,000. Her husband, it was claimed, 
earned an income of $6,000 a year by his play- 
ing, and the court came to the conclusion that 
his widow was entitled to the above amount.

The following description o*f one of the 
principal playhouses in London proves Vic- 
toria is not the only city to be ashamed of its 
theatre : 

"The truth is that Covent Garden as an 
opera house would be a disgrace to a third-rate 
Continental city. It is dingy, dirty and shab- 
by, and a hundred years behind the times. The 
orchestra chairs look patched, as they are up- 
holstered in a gloomy red, dif ferent-pattcrneil 
material. They are screwed in rows on boards, 
which in turn arc fastened to Lhe floor so near 
together that it is almosl impossible to pass 
any one sitting down. J found last night that, 
sitting up straight and as far back as possible, 
my knees were only a little more than two 
inches from the back of the seat in front of me. 
The girl ushers are more interested in selling 
programmes and taking tips than in seating 
ihe people in their fight for places. The result 
is always confusion and annoying mix-ups. 

"There is no separate exit for those leaving 
in conveyances, so there is congestion, not to 
say danger, in getting out of this old barn of 
a theatre. The location couldn't be much 
wor-e. It is in a poor neighborhood, in a 
dirty street, with a big, evil-smelling produce 
market on three sides of it." 



SONGS SUNG BY FAMOUS SINGERS IN 
STRANGE PLACES 

Tite name of professional singers of repute 
who have sung songs under strange tun! dra- 
matic conditions is legion. Signor Caruso had 
to sing 111 a post office in order to gain posses- 
sion of a registered letter during a tour in 
America, says London Tit-bits. A large sum 
oi money had been sent to him from Europe, 
and when lie went to the post office to secure 
the letter the official there refused to hand the 
packet over to him. declaring that he had no 
proof thai be was Caruso. Tin- famous tenor 
then exhibited letters, checks, and photographs 
of himself, but the post office clerk, suddenly 
struck with a bright idea, remarked: "You 
claim to be Caruso, do you? Well, then, you 
can easily prove il ; sing us something." Caru- 
so, finding that the only way to obtain posses- 
sion of his letter was to agree to the request, 
gave, in his most enchanting manner, the ro- 
mance from the third act of "Tosca." 

"Bravo! bravissino!" exclaimed the offi- 
cials when Caruso had concluded. "And now- 
here is your packet. We knew who you were 
all the time; only, as you charge the American 
public such high prices for hearing you, wo 
thought you ought to sing us a song for noth- 
ing. Kindly sign the receipt book and accept 
our sincerest thanks." 

Mine. Melba, when fulfilling an engage- 
ment in the North of England, once had to sing- 



in a post office lull of people in order to gain 
possession of her letters, which she had in-, 
Structed her correspondents to forward there. 
When she called for them, the clerk in charge 
refused to hand them over. To prove that she 
was the celebrated cantatrice, she sang the 
"Jewel Song" from "Faust," and the postal as- 
sistant was delighted and convinced at the 
same time. 

It was not so very long ago -when Mme. 
Clara Butt and her husband, Kennedy Rum- 
lord, sang before 700 convicts in the chapel 
of Brixton jail. "1 think- the men like 'Abide 
with Me' best," said Mme. Bull. "They spe- 
cially asked that t should sing- that hymn, Thev 
vvere almost painfully quiet and attentive 
throughout : it was like singing to the blind ; 
they seemed lo listen so eagerly." 

Mario, the great tenor, while fulfilling tin 
engagement at a Madrid theatre, was arrested 
by the police when returning to his hotel as a 
political discontent. At the station the offi- 
cials laughed at his declaration th?.t he was 
Mario, ami said that if he was the great tenor 
he had the means in his p >wer lo prove it. 
Mario thereupon instantly broke into song, 
and a few minutes later be was bowed out of 
the station w ith many regrets and apologies.

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ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 



Henry VI. was king of England lor thirty - 
nine years. He was amiable, pious and wcak- 
ltiindecl. At one time at least he was insane', 
lie inherited this tendency from his grand- 
father, who was King of France. During 
these years he was for the most part king only 
in name. First his uncles and afterwards his 
wife, Margarel of Anjou, ruled him. He had 
two kingdoms, England and France, when he 
was nine months old : before he was forty y ears 
of age he had lost both, By the will of Henry 
Y.. Duke John of Bedford was declared Re- 
cent of France, and Duke Humphrey of Ohm- 
cester Regent of England; but Parliament was 
not content to accept the regency, and Glouces- 
ter had lo be content with the title of Pro- 
tector. W e herein sec the extent to which par- 
liamentary government had already advanced. 
During this reign the status of the House "f 
Lords became defined. Previous therein tne 
right to sit in Parliament, though nut exercised 
by all freemen, was claimed by them, but as a 
rule ('iily some of the abbots and -Mine .if the 
earls were summoned to its meetings, and not 
bv any means alway s the same indiv idtials. I u 
the reign of Fdward HI. and of those of his 
successors down to i he time > >i I lenrv 1 \ .. new 
titles were created, namely those of duke, mar- 
quess and viscount. While the holders of tin se 
several titles differed in rank, thee were grad- 
ually conceded equality as members of Par 
liament. and here we find the origin of the title: 
"peerage." The various titles were only hon- 
orary, and so .they remain to this day, wherein 
the}' differ from similar titles on the Contin- 
ent. All members of the peerage, or British 
nobility, stand precisely upon the same foot 
ing. except for the distinction of precedence. 
Jt also came to he understood at this time that 
the sons of peers were commoners, which is not 
the case with foreign nobility. For illustra- 
tion, we may take a familiar case. The eldest 
son of the Duke of Devonshire bears the purely 
honorary title of Marquis of Hartington, bui 
during his father's lifetime he is as much a 
commoner as the humblest servant in the 
household, and as a commoner he ts eligible for 
election to the House of Commons. So with 
the children, male and female, of all the other 
grades of the nobility. They are all common- 
ers in the lifetime of their fathers, and all of 
them remain so except the individual who suc- 
ceeds to the title. This definition of the status 
of the Lords, which was not brought about Bv 
any specific act, but was the result of evolution 
extending over several reigns, carried with it 
another important thing. It led to an under- 
standing of the respective limits of the powers 
of the sovereign and parliament. What is called 
the prerogativ e now came lo be settled, and the 
prerogative means those things which are law- 
ful for the- king to do without the consent of 
.Parliament. The definition was perhaps not 
as accurate as il might be. and indeed even now 
its limits are in it absolutely defined ; but the ex- 
istence of tlu- prerogative was fully recognized 
in the reign of II cure VI. It was not because 
of anything done bv the King, nor was it 
directly due t > anything proposed by his min- 
isters, but during the reign of the sixth Henry 
the form of the government ol Fngland was 
settled closely along the lines upon which it 
rests today. This may be a convenient place 
to stale what these line- are. Anciently, the 
assembly of the freemen was the sovereign 
power in the state. To tin- there succeeded 
after the Norman Conquest an indefinite un- 
derstanding that the ban in- and the bishops 
were to be regarded as tin- advisers of the 
King. In tin- reign of Fdward 11. a statute 
was passed distinctly asserting that the Com- 
mons had the right to be consulted in all mat 
lers relating to the welfare of the state. The 
I louse of Lords retained to itself as the King'.- 
advisers judicial functions; the Commons pus 
sessed the right of petition. The Commons did 
not enact laws at the outset. It presented its 
views to the King in the form of petitions, and 
ihese were put into the form of laws In the 
Lords, and in respect thereto the Commons 
were not consulted. From the l.ords the meas- 
ures passed '., the King, who changed them as 
he saw fit. The reign of Henry VI. saw all this 
completely changed. Il saw the (.'ominous ori- 
ginating legislation, the lairds taking their 
share of this fluty, and the King hound to pro 
claim the decision reached bv- the two Houses 
w ithout any alterat ion. 

Thus we see the origin ol exprcssit iii.s ii>ed 
in respect to the highest court of appeal and in 
Acts of Parliament. When a ease goes before 
the House- oi Lords, or in colonial mailers be 
fi ire the Judicial Committee of the Priv y Coun- 
cil, the judgment always i- m the form of ad- 
\ ice to the sovereign. This is a relic of the i ild 
days, when the King administered justice in 
person under the advice of the barons, whom 
he summoned to assist him. So in Acts ,,i 
Parliament, these begin with tin- statement 
that His .Majesty by and with the advice and 
consent, of the Lords, Spiritual and Temporal, 
and lite Commons, enacts whatever the statute 
may be. Thus today we preserve the forms 
which to our ancestors four and a hail cen- 
turies ago meant the culmination of generations 
of struggle. Sometimes people are disposed lo 
make light of these ancient usages, but when 
we reflect upon what they stand for. we see 
that they an- of the greatest significance, and 
that they ought to be cherished accordingly - . 
The word "consent" in the enacting clause of a 
new statute only found its place there after 
three centuries at least of constant effort by 
the people of England, baron and commoner 
alike, who inherited front .Saxon ancestors the 
tradition of popular supremacy. Many brave 
men laid their heads on the executioner's block 
lo get that little word of two syllables into the 
enacting clause, and it is upon thai word that 
the whole system of popular government as il 
exists in the British Empire, .rests. 
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During the reign of Henry V I.. England 
lost France, or. to stale the matter more ac- 
curately, the King lost the crown that his 
father had gained for him. The- English people 
took only a half-hearted interest in the con- 
test. When Joan d'Arc raised the seige of Or- 
leans, there were less than 4,000 Englishmen in 
the field. Their great strength lay in the pres- 
tige gained at Crccy, Poictiers and Agincourt. 
Even the small force that remained in the 
country might have saved it to England, if it 
had not been that the Duke of Bedford was su- 
perseded in his command by a less capable 
leader. Hut troubles were growing too thick 
at home to permit much attention being paid 
to affairs abroad. The first symptom of popu- 
lar discontent was the rebellion of Cade. John 
Cade, belter known as Jack, was tin iriahmau 
by birth, and, like many 01 bis fellow-country- 
men, an adventurer of a daring type, lie served 
in France with distinction, ami seeing his way 
clear to further adventures in England, in- 
landed in Kent and declared himself to be a 
representative of the i louse 1 if Mi irtimer, which 
claimed the crow n bv virtue of descent from a 
dan- bter of Edward III . who was the senior of 
either John, from whom the Lancastrians 
claimed, or Clarence, from whom the \orkists 
derived their title. Cade was nothing but an 
imposter. but the Kentishmen rallied t" his 
standard, and London opened it- gan-s lo him. 
The citizens grew tired of the cm esses of his 
followers, and he was driven from the city 
and slain. The measure of -nieces.-, which at- 
tended his rebellion, if it may be so dignified, 
greatly encouraged the hopes of the Vorkists. 
and doubtless led to the W ars of [he Loses, 
although the conflict did not begin until live 
years later. This struggle played such an im- 
portant part in the development of modern 
England that it will be dealt with in the next 
article ol this series. 



THE JEWS 
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listorv of the J 
now as distinct from Israel, is the most re- 
markable oi any 01 which we have a record. 
Even a slight familiarity w ith it leads one to 
wonder, not that they are scattered abroad 
among all the nations, but that they exist as a 
distinct race. The part which they have played 
has been often a tragic one, but the quality 
which shines out most conspicuously in all 
their vicissitudes is their remarkable powers 
of recuperation. No mailer , to what depths 
they were driven by oppressors, they regained 
prosperity quickly whenever the oppression 
was removed. The position, which they occupy 
in England and America, they would attain to 
in the course of one or two generations in any 
part of the world, if given the opportunity. 

We ~aw in the preceding article of this se- 
ries that after the death of Solomon the king- 
dom was divided between his son Rehoboam 
and the Lphrahnite Jeroboam, the former 
reigning over the tribes of Judah and Benja- 
min, and the other tribes giving their allegi- 
ance to the latter. This was j n 1,-5 [J.C. Israel 
was overthrown in 720 B.C., and in 580 B.C. 
Nebuchadnezzar took Jerusalem by storm and 
carried captive to Babylon the better element 
ol the population, During the ,} 17 years which 
elapsed between the death of Sol. anon and I he 
overthrow of Jerusalem, the history of the 
kingdom of Judah was one of almost continual 
strite. There was war with Israel, and some- 
times the two kingdoms were 111 alliance iy 
carrying 011 hostilities against meir neighbors. 
Wc are told in the Book of Kings of an at- 
tempt made by the King of Ethiopia 10 con- 
quer Judah, and that he came north with an 
arms oi a million men. only to meet with ig- 
nominious defeat. But Judah wa- far from be- 
ing invariably successful, for it was laid under 
tribute ai different times by the Egyptians, 
the \ssyi-ians ami the Babylonians, The ex- 
pedition of Nebuchadnezzar, which annihilated 
the kingdom, was undertaken because the Jews 
interfered with the free course 1 a trade between 
Babylon and the Mediterranean coast. \fter 
Jerusalem was taken, the Babylonian monarch 
resolved to put an end lo all Jewish aspira- 
tions oi nationality, and for thai purpose- fol- 
lowed the example sel by bis predecessor, Sar- 
gon, in the case oi the kingdom of Israel. He 
selected the ruling classes, the arlizaiis, met" 
chants and best farmers, and earned them lo 
Babylon. I nder his rule the condition of these 
exiles was somewhat arduous, but not especial 
ly so; but when Cyrus, the Persian, overthrew 
Nebuchadnezzar, one of his fh a steps was to 
ameliorate the condition of the Jews. He was 
led to do this doubtless bv his desire to secure 
their loyal support in a land, where he. like 
them, was a stranger. So favorably situated 
did the Jews become, that when, at the solici- 
tation of Daniel, permission was granted to 
them to return home, only comparatively few 
oi them, and tin ise 1 he more humble, av ailed 
themselves of the privilege. The others re- 
mained in Babylon, where as late as A.D. 1000 
their descendants wa re living 111 large numbers 
and in a state of prosperity. Sonu of shein 
migrated into China, where they wa re well re- 
ceived. The first partv ol returning |ev s num- 
bered [o.ouo. and they were under the com- 
mand of /erubbabel, who claimed descent from 
Dav id. This was 52 years after the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem. There were two other large 
migrations from Babylon to Palestine. One 
was led by Ezra and the other by N'ehemiah. 
Doubtless there were -mailer migrations, for 
at a very early day after the return of Zertlb- 
babel's party many of the Jewish cities had 
been rebuilt. During the reign or Darius the 
prosperity 01 the Jews was great, although 
politically they were insignificant. For some 
years they remained subject to the Persians, 
and so unimportant were they regarded that 
Alexander the Great did not find it necessary 
to send an army against them on his great cx-i 
pedition for the conquest of Asia. They sub- 



mitted without a murmur to his- authority, and 
later, many thousands of them were removed 
to Egypt to people the new city of Alexandria. 
Ptolemy Soter, wdio became king of Egypt 
after the death of Alexander, sent an expedi- 
tion against Jerusalem, which he captured, and 
from which he carried away 100,000 people, 
whom he colonized in Egypt. Then followed a 
remarkable movement. From Egypt as a cen- 
tre the Jews spread all over Northern Africa, 
being received everywhere •with the greatest 
cordiality and kindness. They rapidly acquired 
the culture of Greece, and there is hardly any 
doubt that between the years 300 B.C. and 
400 B.C. they were the great leaders of the in- 
tellectual life of the countries around the .Medi- 
terranean. During this time Judea remained 
under the sway of the Ptolemies, and for the 
most pari their rule was beneficent. Later 
their condition became intolerable under a mad 
king of Egypt. Expeditions were sent to rav - 
age the country, the temple at Jerusalem was 
dedicated lo Jupiter < llympits, and every 
means were resorted to in order to compel Un- 
people to resort to idolatry, Inn to their honor 
be it said, that by hundreds of ilum: amis they 
accepted martyrdom in preference. 

About the year Joo lb C the Seleucidae. 
who were the dynasty that reigned in Per Ma 
alter the death of Alexander the Great, when 
thai conqueror's dominions were divided, 
drove the Egyptians from Palestine and incor- 
porated it in their empire. They also extend- 
ed their dominion over all Syria, .and thence- 
forth the Jews were tributary to Syria as a • as- 
sal stair o 1 Persia. The Syrian 1 ippressii >n was 
intolerable, and a powerful efforl was made lo 
drive the Jews away from the worship of Je- 
hovah, bin. while many yielded under die in- 
fluence of fear and oppression, the most of 
them stood firm, although they w ere compelled 
1.1 flee from the country, or else hide them- 
selves as besl they could. Jerusalem was whol- 
ly deserted by its Jewish inhabitant-;, whose 
place was taken by the Syrian-. Then began 
that heroic movement identified with the name 
of Judas Mnccabaeus, although he did not. 
originate it. After a severe struggle, the an- 
cient faith was restored to its old place. Al- 
most immediately a period of prosperity en- 
sued: but it was interrupted by wars, ami al- 
though the kingly office was restored, the na- 
tion never afterwards became independent. 
From the time of Pompcy the (beat the Jews 
were more or less under the suzerainty of 
Lome. In the great civil war the jews 
espoused the cause of Caesar, which was op- 
posed by nearly all the Asiatic provinces of 
Lome, and as a result they gained the sym- 
pathy of the great Roman. Herod the Great 
became king in 39 B.C. lie was not a Jew. 
but an Idumacau, one of a race that had been 
subjugated by the Jews in 128 B.C., an.' com- 
pelled to accept the worship of Jehovah. I lerod 
was declared king by Antony Octavitis and 
the Roman Senate. Tlu- early part of his 
reign was very successful, but during the last 
nine years he was incessantly wearied by in- 
trigues against him. This so inflamed his pas- 
sion-, that he gave way to extreme acts oi 
cruelty. The Slaughter of the Innocents, de- 
scribed m the Gospel of St. Matthew, was only 
one illustration of this. He seen is to have been 
in a constant state of alarm, and saw in the re- 
ported birth of a child, win. svas to be King 
of the Jews, another oi the many menaces to 
his crown. I L- died m B. C. 4. ilt is to be re- 
membered that the Christian Era does not 
date from the supposed birth of Jesus, But 
from an arbitrar) period fixed at about four 
years alter that event. I Tlu la si , ,f the Herods 
was Agrippa. IL- was the last reigning Jew- 
ish sovereign. For more than a century pre- 
viously tlu- government had been adminis- 
tered by Roman governors. During the reign 
<-i the Emperor Claudius, the Jew- were leil 
much to themselves and became very prosper- 
ous. This led the more fiery spirits to dream 
oi (brow ing off the Roman yoke, and the rebel- 
lion of the /call 'i - ensued.

Did il ever 
mcur to such people that what they may think 
upon such a subject is of absolutely no" inpor- 
lance whatev er. It God is. all the atluests, from 
"the fool" ol whom Dav id speaks down to the 
last convert to the doct-ine of folly, cannot 
prevent Dim from being, no matter how hard 
they may strive lo believe that He is not. It 
w 1 mlil be as sen able lo hold that by 1 hinking 
the heavenly vault could be made to roll up as 
a scroll and disappear. There are honest ag- 
nostics, and for an honest agnostic one can 
have respect. An honest agnostic is a man w ho 
has attempted to -olvc the riddle of the I di- 
verse and has no| succeeded to his satisfac- 
tion. When such .1 man says he does not 
know, his doubt 1- entitled to respect. Take 
the case of a great chemist, who may have de- 
voted his life to investigation into that mar- 
vellous science, lie has seen so manv wonder- 
ful things that he is not able to set a limit li 1 
the possibilities of chemical action. If he lias 
never sought lo discern things spiritually, lit- 
is almost certain lo become agnostic in respect 
to spiritual things, 1 1 j s not easy to see how 
he could be anything else. The same observa- 
tion holds true of deep students of any branch 
of physical science, and .also of all who phil- 
osophize from mental bases entirely. A Deity 
cannot be found by the aid of a test tube or a 
.microscope. Neither can He be discovered 



by menial philosophy. The most that can be. 
accomplished by such means is to push in- 
quiry so far that there is no alternative left but 
to postulate the existence of a Supreme 
Lower. But God is something more than 
power. If the Deity were only an aggrega- 
tion of the law of gravitation, the cause of 
plant and animal life, the low of crystalliza- 
tion, the. multiplication table, and tilings of 
that kind, He might well be dismissed from 
consideration, for such a Being would be ut- 
terly remorseless and unapproachable. But 
there is another side lo our natures than that 
which deals with and responds lo physical 
forces. If we seek Him in this domain, we 
shall surely find Him. lie is not at all likely 
to be revealed in burning bushes, or in any 
v isible or tangible form, but only to what the 
Apostle Laid called spiritual discernment, and 
no one who has not tried to discern a thing 
spiritually has the right to deny that it can be 
si 1 discerned. 

Mosl of the self-styled agnostics of these 
later days create a god mil of l heir own concep- 
tions and deny that he exists. They are unite 
right in their denial. Tin- god, in whom they 
refuse lo believe is simply an exaggerated 
man, usiiallv a reprodlt* tion of themselves 
clothed with omnipotence. There is no such 
god. But the Ca.d of the Christian has none of 
the attributes of man, .Man may have a re- 
flection 1 if some of His. Of necessity He i- 
indefinable. Of necessity He is incomprehen- 
sible. This thought presents no difficulties, 
for even physical science has taught us that 
there are manv things both indefinable and in- 
comprehensible. The God of the Christians is 
also the same in essence as the God to whit; 1 1 
humanity has instinctively turned in all ages. 
Doubtless superstition, ignorance ami fanati- 
cism have surrounded Him in modern times 
with attributes that are nm divine, just as the 
same influences have always surrounded Him 
in other times with qualities absurd and utter- 
ly unreconcilablc with the intelligent con- 
ception of a Deity; vet these things no more 
dispose of Him than a passing cloud disposes 
of the Sun. 

Put while Cod cannot be defined, His exis- 
tence can he felt. He will make IlimscF 
known to those who seek for Him with the 
spirit. "L,od is a spirit and they that worship 
Him must worship 1 1 im in spirit." So said the 
greatest of the Teachers, and hundreds of 
thousands, indeed millions upon millions, of 
men have been able to testify to the truth of 
this sav ing and to prove by their own persona! 
experience that there is a Power that works 
for righteousness.

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Anthony Trollope 

Anthony Trollope has been censured for 
seeming io put money-making Before per- 
fection of his work. There is no doubt what- 
ever about this novelist's talent, But it was 
a talent that fell short of genius. The man or 
woman who makes books for the sole purpose 
of the pecuniary result those books are going 
to Bring him or her- cannot hope to produce 
anything of lasting merit. This is not alone 
true of novel-w riting, 11 is true of every sort 
of work of the head or hands. No workman, 
from the day laborer to the statesman, can 
hope for meritorious results front efforts that 
have for their only incentive the vvi-h lo gel 
the task done as hastily am! a- easily as pos- 
sible, simply for the sake ot the pay to be 
received. Love of the work itself, or ai any 
rate the desire to do that work to the very 
be-t of one's ability, must be the paramount 
moving impulse, or else the task i- only hah 
done, and with no credit to the man who ha- 
done ii. However, Anthony Trollope does not 
deserv e any .-weeping condemnation at all, for 
he wrote primarily because he felt impelled r 
do so for love of the work, and his lirsl books 
were such bad failures as to damn the spirit 
of most nun from proceeding further in a 
literary direction. It was only after he had 
begun to meet with success thai he showed 
the mercenary side of his nature at all. And 
ibis is scarcely to be wondered at. Me wa- 
bom in poverty- and his childhood was a sad 
one. "1 was a shy and dirty lad." says he, 
"and felt frob babyhood the degradation of a 
poverty that placed me below the class In 
which 1 should have belonged." His earliest 
schooldays were spent at Hanow where he 
was sen) when he was seven years old. One 
can imagine the sufferings of the sensitive boy 
in his shabby clothes, who was shunned by 
his playmates because of his patches and his 
lack of pocket-money. IB- inherited his litcraiy 
bent from his mother, who, when the family 
fortunes were at their lowest, and the fatllei 
had ceased to earn any money at all. and had 
completely lost bean, went, with three of the 
youngest children, to America and tried lo es- 
tablish a fancy bazaar 111 Cincinnati. This ven- 
ture proving a total failure- she determined to 
write a book on her experiences in the new 
country so thai her journey there might not 
prove entirely vain. This she did and called 
il "The Domestic Manners of the Americans" 
this work proved an unqualified success, and 
greatly encouraged, she wrote another novel 
which found a ready sale. From this lime, for 
manv years, she kepi the family, sending her 
children to school, looking alter their health 
and morals and inspiring them intellectually. ' 

But Anthony's experience at school where 
he remained until lie was nearly nineteen, had 



so humiliated the boy's spirit that even the 
bright change in their fortunes could never 
eradicate that fust impression, noi make him 
forget that by the world at least a man is 
judged by the amount of his material wealth. 
His character docs not seem lo have been em- 
bittered, but his mind was imbued with a 
love for money simt'ly because it stood for 
those things which lo him meant so much, 
friends luxuries and social recognition. 

His first position was in the General Post 
Office in London where he worked as a clerk 
for one hundred pounds a year. He followed 
this uncongenial occupation for seven years, 
making himself very unpopular with the 
public and his employees, ile was then trans- 
ferred to Ireland as a surveyor's clerk with 
a salary of live hundred pounds which lo him 
seemed vast wealth indeed, and, as his own 
cheerfulness increased, his unpopularity 
diminished, and he was soon we'll liked By all 
with whom he came in contact. 

In 1847 he completed and had published his 
first novel. I I is mother was instrumental in 
Bringing the publication out, but both it and 
his second efforl were doomed to failure. De- 
termined to succeed. Trollope continued to 
write, family persuasion to tlu* contrary not- 
withstanding, and ten years later found him 
one of the most popular of British novelists. 
Ile wa< a most prolific writer and boasted of 
his twenty pages a week" with two hundred and 
fifty words to the page . lie wrote as a busi- 
ness ; a business he found pleasant enough, but 
a Business thai meant the more work- produced, 
whether v ery good or very mediocre, the more 
money. And this fact was very delightful to 
Trollope, and In- frankly confessed that it was 
so. Had he sacrificed quantity for quality, 
there is m> doubt but thai his books would 
have served as a higher reminder of him. Be- 
sides his novels, which are many, he wrote an 
almost countless number of magazine .articles 
and sketches, short stories and books of trav- 
el ; he also did some editorial work for the 
Cornhill Magazine and the Fortnightly Re- 
view. He has produced some good characters, 
none of them very startling, and his stories, 
while not so much read nowadays, as they 
were twenty-five years ago, contain a great 
deal that is interesting, his choice of language 
is .always good, and his vocabulary a rich one. 

Trollope attained the desire of his life 
years before his death. He was an honored 
member of society; numbered as bis friends 
many of the most gifted artists oi the day; at- 
tained a large degree of popularity and earned 
a good deal of money. Ile was able to gratify 
bis most luxurious tastes, among which was 
hunting. He had a fine stable of horses, and 
always followed the bounds with great enthu- 
siasm, ile died in iS8j at the age of seventy- 



It is difficult to make a choice among* Trol- 
lope's novels, none of them is infinitely better 
than the others. All possess a certain amount 
of merit, though some are less deficient in this 
respect than others. They are tales abounding 
in human interest, much that is commonplace, 
but. lor that reason none the less worthy- of be- 
ing written about. Trollope never points a 
moral, but leaves it to the reader to find one if 
he may. I lis "Political Novels" are among 
those which have been most popular.

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PRUNING THE PEAR TREE 

To those who possess a garden of fair di- 
mensions there is invariably born a desire to 
plant fruit trees, and one subject that never 
fails to attract the would-be cultivator is the 
luscious pear. Doubtless it has been the lot 
of the reader to visit gardens where the inten- 
tions of the owner have been the very best, 
but who, through want of knowledge how to 
prune his pears, has done this important work 
in a very faulty manner; or he may have left 
his trees in the hands of a so-called jobbing 
gardener who possibly has had little or no ex- 
perience in pruning fruit trees. The result in 
such circumstances can very well be imagined. 

There is the greatest possible satisfaction 
to be obtained when pruning i.s properly un- 
derstood and when the grower is able to show 
as a consequence of his treatment of his trees 
a good crop of fruits in the autumn months. 
The crop of fruitscmfwypar cmfwypar cmf 
The question that arises at the inception of the 
work is. What is pruning? What is the mean- 
ing of the word? Pruning means the shorten- 
ing to certain well-defined lengths the shoots 
or growths of trees. The object of pruning is 
of a twofold nature, (i ) It is carried out for 
the purpose of producing trees of a symmetri- 
cal character; and 12) in order to ensure or 
facilitate the development of blossoms ami, 
subsequently, fruit. 

In the present instance 1 propose to deal 
only with standard 1'ear trees and those that 
are usually to be met with in gardens after 
growth of several years. .Most of us are famil- 
iar with such specimens, and lew of us know- 
how to deal with them. Fig. 1 represents a 
nicely grown ten years old tree of Pear Faster 
Beurre. The tree has been pruned regularly 
and summer-pruned last season, when it bore 
an excellent crop of fruit. Readers should 
make a careful scrutiny of this shapely tree 
and its several branches, from which it will be 
observed there are evolved numerous shoots 
of the past season's growth. Pruning is best 
done from November to January inclusive, al- 
though many growers prefer the last-mention- 
ed month to any other. This will enable the 
beginner to enter into the work forthwith, but 
care should be taken that the frost is out of 
the wood before cutting. No hard-and-fast 
line can be followed in regard to pruning, as 
varieties differ so much in themselves. Gen- 
erally speaking, the rule should be observed 
of simply keeping the tree in shapely propor- 
tions, thinning out the crowded branches and 
keeping the centre open. Extra vigorous 
shoots should be shortened back, Light and 
air arc two most important factors in success- 
ful culture. 

As summer pruning was done in this in- 
stance, this leaves less to be done at the present 
period. That the method of pruning may be 
better understood by the reader, a section of 
the tree shown in big. 1 before pruning is por- 
trayed in big. _\ Frequently w here a pear tree 
has been neglected the shoots are developed in 
straggling fashion; these should be cut back 
into shape, ami any branches crossing each 
other and growing towards the centre of the 
tree must be removed. The use of a sharp 
knife is most essential, as this will enable the 
operator to make tin- cuts perfectly clean, and 
these will heal quickly in consequence, li is 
quite possible that some of tin; branches may 
be too big to be detached with a knife; 111 such 
cases use a saw very carefully, ami as a pre- 
cautionary measure neatly pare oil (he edges 
of the damaged bark. Some successful grow- 
ers make a point ol painting the damaged sur- 
facc of the larger branches with tar, as this 
acts as a preventive against fungoid diseases 
and also assists in the speedy healing of the 
wounds. 

Those who have young standard trees in 
which the shoots are taking an undue lead oi 
others should reduce them to about one-third 
of their length. Dead wood should never, oi 
course, be tolerated, and long, unsightly spurs, 
as wc'l as those of a barren nature, should be 
cut out. 

Pig. 3 -hows 1 he same tree as represented 
in Fig. 1. Here it will be noticed that a great 
deal of wood has not been cut out, because the 
tree has been systematically thinned out year 

by year and superfluous si ts cut back. Note 

the open character ol the head and how well 
disposed the branches are. In Pig. | the read 
er will notice the same section of the tree as 
was portrayed in Fig. 2, with the necessary 
thinning out and cutting back- carried into 
effect. The growths retained ^ivc a fair in- 
dication of tin- probable symmetrical shape of 
the tree in the ncxl fruiting season. From this 
scries of illustrations it should not be a very 
difficult matter for any reader who 1- a begin- 
ner to (leal with his own trees in like manner.

PRUNING APPLE TREES 

Our great-grandfathers' orchard was the 
first that we have any recollection of. ||js 
first order was to prune ami keep ai n. \t 1 In- 
present time we find no --mall number who as 
a rule object to trimming apple tree-, except 
in extreme cases. Like many either cranks, I 
have some peculiar ideas ol m\ own that I 
wish to go before my brother orchardis's who 
are growing orchards here in the W est. My 
first move in pruning is thai very soon after 
1 set my tree I prefer to let 11 -lay untrimined 
for a week or ten days. Tree- for the North- 
west would be preferable if the heavies! 
branches were grown on the sunny side of the 
trunk- w hile in nursery. Where this i- not the 
case 1 go over my trees, which are always set 
with the strongest branches on the sunny side. 
In setting I lean the trunk slightly pointing lo 
the sun at 1 o'clock', never further east than 
half-past twelve. 1 then examine the tree care- 
full}- to see first if I here is any serious opening 
on the sun side. I go around each tree, care- 



fully clipping off just above such bulbs as are 
pointing to the centre of such openings. Fol- 
low up such a course for two or three seasons, 
and you will be surprised to sec how much you 
have improved your trees. Next look up the 
northeast side ; if you find any branches shoot- 
ing out northeast, cut them off, not head them 
in, but cut clean close to the color. This shuts 
the sap off from building up the northeast side 
and forces it into the branches on the sunny 
side, making it self-protecting. 

Follow this up with care until the tree is 
old enough to bear. Then its habits will be 
permanently established and will lose its for- 
mer persistent efforts to grow over to the 
northeast, as nine out of ten have done here in 
the Northwest, where they have been set with 
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-Standard Pear Tree Easter Beurre before 
winter pruning. The tree is about ten 
years old, and bore a good crop of fruit last 
year. 



unevenly balanced tops and left to their own 
inclinations afterwards. 

For the first year or two I do but little 
pruning. If branches drop too low I either 
cut them off where such will not make an 
opening on the trunk or main branches. The 
third or fourth year I follow up the main 
branches, clipping off all small and useless 
under or inside branches, pruning a little every 
year, always keeping an opening on the north- 
east corner of the tree. Two things 1 am seri- 
ously opposed to. One is to opening any con- 
siderable space on the sunny side, and on the 
other hand, I am equally opposed to making 
any efforts to growing any central stem as 
we are so often advised to grow. 

.Again, an open space often revives our 
trees by letting in the steady direct rays of the 
sun on the sun side. The central stem theory 
1 have demonstrated on my grounds to be 
nothing but a theory that will cause much 
more injury than good. A centre stem runs on 
up above the mam side branches, always con- 
suming the lion's share of sap thai should be 
as equally distributed over all the branches as 
possible. This theory, it is true, grows one- 
fourth of the apples very fine, but ai the same 
time dwarfs the fruit on the lower branches 
and places the other so high above the rest thai 
it often makes it difficult as well as danger- 
ous to gather. 

A word as lo when to prune. Nearly everv 
orchardist has hi- notion when to prune. 1 
have a notion, founded on my own experience, 
when not to prune. This is in December, |an- 
uary and February. I like to go over a tree in 
June that 1- very heavily set with fruit, taking 
out here and there -mall, inferior branches, let 
ting in a little sun and air here and there, 
where it will benefit ami not injure. Never 
prune old tree- heavy in the Northwest at anv 
one time. And studiously avoid letting an 
Eastern expert or a Northwestern ignoramus 
trim your trees. As soon trust a liny 111 a 
powder null with matches, a- either to prune 
your < irehard in the Northwest.

Roses differ so g really in their habit of 
growth that no direction- for pruning estab- 
lished plant.- can be given thai will not require 
modification 111 respect lo certain individual 
plant-. There are. however, two rule- which 
must be followed invariably. One that is all 
pinning should be done before any growth bt 
gins m spring, and the other 1- thai all plants 
which come from the open ground must be 
pruned before planting or immediately after; 
such plants should have all weak growth re 
moved entirely and the stronger shoots cut 
back- to within four to ten inches of the ground. 
If set out just as they are received from the 
nursery, many of them will die and at the be-i 
but a weal-; growth will he made. No mallei- 
how carefully they have been removed, many 
of the smaller roi its will have been destroyed 
and unless a corresponding amount of the top 
be removed, there will not be sufficient sap to 
nourish so many buds. 

In dealing with established plants, if quan- 
tity rather than quality be the object aimed at, 
the only pruning necessary is to remove the 
dead and weakly wuud, and only cut back the 



remaining shoots to a point below where the 
winter has killed the immature growth of the 
season before. If, however, the object be, ami 
it should be, the promotion of a symmetrical 
growth and the improvement of the quality of 
the blooms, a different course should be fol- 
lowed, and here practical experience must de- 
termine what is to be done in each particular 
case, always remembering the general rule 
laifl down by all writers on the subject, that 
"plants of a delicate growth should be severe- 
ly pruned, while those of vigorous growth 
should have some of the branches cut out en- 
tirely and the remaining ones only moderately 
shortened." Keeping this rule in mind, it will 
he found that plants of moderately vigorous 
growth should be cut back severely, say to 
lour or five buds, always cutting at a bud 
pointing outwards and, of course, to a point 
below where the wood has been injured by the 
winter's frost. 

To severe!}- cut back- such, vigorous growers 
as C iio, Margaret Dickson, John Hopper, 
Charles Lawson, Jules Margotten and some 
others, results in a crowded growth of wood 
and very lew blooms, and it w ill be found that 
to remove some of the branches entirely and 
only shorten the remaining ones a few inches, 
will throw the w hole strength of the plant into 
the production of bloom. I >ne -hoot, however, 
should be cut back severely in order to pro- 
mote g rowth near the bottom of the plant. 

Climbing roses should, after the pruning 
recommended at the time of planting, have 
only the dead and weak shouts renuwed and 
one shoot cut back to three or four' eves for 
the purpose just mentioned, viz.. to prevent a 
bare appearance near the bottom. 

Some recommend a summer pruning after 
the blooming season is over in order to remove 
withered bio, mis. and to promote autumnal 
blooms, but the true lover of the rose will have 
few withered blooms to remove because he will 
find that one of the greatest pleasures con- 
nected with bis hobby is that derived from the 
distribution of his flowers among his friends 
and in doing this liberally he will probably find 
that he has done all the pruning necessary. 

The tools required for pruning are a good 
pair of pruning shears and a sharp pruning 
knife with a hooked blade. The operator will 
probably discover for himself that a good 
strong pair of leather gloves are not to be de- 
spised. 



GRAFTING NURSERY STOCK 

Ninety-five per cent of fruitgrowers pur- 
chase trees from some nurseryman who grows 
trees on the principle of quick returns for his 
money. In order to get these quick returns, 
there are two mistakes made. The faster a 
tree grows- the more likely it is to be a fail- 
tire when removed, as the change is greater. 
A tree which has made moderate growth is

easier transplanted than one which has made 
extraordinary growth. The second mistake is 
m the mating of grafts mid -locks. W hat 
fruitgrower has not noticed that some trees 
will persist in throwing up suckers around the 
roots, oftentimes above where the graft was 
pin on ? 

There i- from one to fifteen days differ- 
ence 111 the leafing out of different kinds of 
ipphs ami a corresponding difference or even 
greater length of time in going to rest in the 
fall, li there happen- I obe ten or fifteen days' 
difference between the seasons of stock ami

amount of failure as we are working against 
lature. The roots ".ill be -ending up a sap 
hen the parts above ground do not wain it, 
md it goes to form vvhal we call suckers, 
sometimes from the root- and sometimes from 
he body of the tree just above ground, show- 
ng plainly that one is at rest and the other i.s 
not, 

Grafts taken from young trees or side 
shoots from an older one will grow much fas- 
ter than those taken from the outsicles of full 
hearing trees. If left to their own way, they 
will not bear fruit a:: soon as the latter, neither 



will they stand a severe winter as well. The 
reason is that the large roots, commonly 
called "tap" roots, are the ones which send 
up sap for the forming of wood growth and 
the surface or small fibres send up sap to form 
fruit bearing wood. The large roots arc deeper 
down into the soil and are affected by the 
heat of the soil and continue to send up sap 
longer than the surface roots which are af- 
fected by the early frosts and consequently the 
wood is not so well ripened and a fast grow- 
ing young tree is almost sure to have large 
roots instead of small ones. 

A fruitgrower, in order to be successful, 
must control the roots and thereby he controls 
the sap which goes to make either wood or 
fruit in the same way that a farmer cotftrols 
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3. — The same tree as shown in Fig. 1 after win- 
ter pruning has been done. 



bone- muscle or fat when he chooses the food 
for his animals. 

1 believe that under a powerful microscope 
the cells of bearing and non-bearing wood will 
be found to be differently formed; if so, we 
must start our trees bearing as young as pos- 
sible. There is no reason why a tree should 
not commence to bear as soon as it is well 
established in its Place and continually bear 
every year when the sap is led to do its work 
rightly. 

Influence of Stock on Scion 

In respect to the effect of the stock upon 
the grafts: I have noticed that in some in- 
stances, it has a considerable effect on the 
habit of growth but nol so much on the fruit. 
Twenty-five years ago, I purchased two 
Duchess apple trees. One of them assumed a 
habit of growth foreign to that variety so 
much so thai I concluded that it was not a 
Duchess at all; but. when I picked the fruit 
and placed samples from the two trees to- 
gether, I could not tell one from the other. The 
tree would persist in throwing up suckers 
which resembled the Spy in growth and in 
time leafing out. It died when fifteen years 
old, while the other has never shown anv sign 
of a sucker and i- healthy yet, 

One oi the principal causes of some kinds 
ol apple- not being as good as they were 
thirty or forty years ago, is the practice of 
taking grafts from young trees exclusively. 
This practice in about thirty years would re- 
sult 111 twenty different kinds of slock, while 
if scions are taken from one tree for thirty 
years, there would be only one change instead 
of twenty. The fruitgrowers of the future will 
require pedigree stock in trees. A haphazard 
system leads to great difficulties and main 
changes in type. 



BLACKBERRY CULTURE 

Preparing the land for the reception of the 
blackberry plants means enough plowing, disk- 
ing and harrowing to make the soil in good 
condition down deep Most any farmer can 
estimate about what this wi mid mean. 

The next thing 1- getting the plants, and 
the best and safest way is, if you have a patch 
and can get routs from it you will know they 
are suitable to your soil, iir they may usually 
be procured from some neighbor, and the 
greatest cost will usually be the labor of dig- 
ging them and setting. It will usually cost all 
the way from S10 to $25 per acre for the prep- 
aratii m of the land and price 1 if plains and lab< ir 
of setting. This, of course, will depend on the 
cost of labor, price paid for plants, etc. There- 
fore in 1 set rule can be laid d< iwn. 

The firsl year after setting, the hind can be 
cultivated to most anv crop thai will not shade 
the young plain- too had; bul they must nol 
be shaded, even if you lose the use of the land 
for the ill's-, year, as this would stunt their 
growth. The second year there may be a few 
berries, bill not man}', and the land should be 
pui in something that will shade the land, such 
a- cow peas, which will also add humus and 
nitrogen to the soil. This, of course, will call 
for some labor, bul most anv man can figure 
about what it would mean. 

The third year after setting there will be 
a fair crop, which will balance expenses of cul- 
tivation ami have a little left. The fourth year 
then- will always a "bumper" crop, which pays 
all expenses tor caring for the young plants 
and h av es a good big profit. ( )f course the old 
cams must be kept cleaned out, and in case 
rust should strike it, try to cut every bit of it 
out and burn it. 

Now l he amount of profit which can be 
made from this berry patch will depend almost 
entirely on the management it receives. There 
will usually be front 150 to as high as 250 cases 



holding 24 quarts of berries from an acre of 
good berries. It will usually take about $I.OO 
per case to market them, paying for packing, 
boxes and express. Berries will sell all the way 
from $1.00 to $3.00 per 24-quart case, depend- 
ing, of course, on the condition of the market. 
Never sell many berries for $I.OO per case, for 
when they get that low stop shipping. They 
will often sell for S2.00 to $2.50 per case, and 
sometimes they will go as high as $3.00 per 
case. It i.s not very hard to figure the profit, 
for anything over $1.00 is usually profit. 

Taking an average through the season of 
$1.50 per case, an acre ought to yield at least 
150' cases; this would mean net $75. This is 
putting it down very low, however. But then, 
taking it as they will run some seasons, selling 
for an average of perhaps $2.00 per case, J 50 
cases would bring in a net profit of $150. Of 
course they are not likely to run this high 
through the entire season, but they usually pro- 
duce over 150 cases per acre, and therefore it is 
usually consistent to figure on an average of 
from S100 to S150 per acre. — E. A. Lager- 
gren in The Fruit Gr< >wer. 



MANY SPECIES OF BIRDS AND BEASTS 
ARE DISAPPEARING 
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the final extinction 
bird species. E\ en 
■s have passed into 
a.s the manner ol 
or observed, 
'l'he large bounties given by candidates for 
the favor of the Roman populace in ancient 
days when wild beasts were pitted against cap- 
tives or gladiator;- in the arena of the coliseum 
assisted in depleting Northern Africa of its 
larger fauna. 

in those days the hippopotamus inhabited 
lower Egypt, and indeed two were killed by an 
Italian, Dr. Zeringhi, at Dalmietta, as recent- 
ly as 1600. 

In animal extinction Africa in recent cen- 
turies has suffered severely. It has- lost the 
quagg, which was exterminated by about 1865; 
the bluebuck (or blaauwbok), destroyed by the 
Dutch in the early years of the 19th century, 
ami the white-tailed gnu, which, it it has not 
entirely vanished is on the very verge of ex- 
tinction. The miscalled "white" rhinoceros 
and the South African gemsbok are rapidly 
approaching a like fate. 

When .Mauritius was taken possession of 
by the Dutch in 1598 the dodo was a compar- 
atively common bird. So helpless was this 
great flightless pigeon, however,, and so useful 
was it for fowl for seamen and settlers that in 
less than a century it had completely vanished. 
Two other great birds of Mauritius, the flight- 
less rail and the giant coot, also perished ut- 
terly in the 17th century. 

No specimen of the dodo's near relative, the 
solitaire of Rodriguez, ever reached Europe. 
Common at the beginning of the 171I1 century, 
they were practically nonexistent by the mid- 
dle of the i.Sth. The white doto of ISourbon, 
first described in 1613, was on the verge of as- 
sured extinction 60 years later. 

'fhe gigantic aepyornis of Madagascar was 
still existing, some think, in the 18th century, 
since one European is stated to have seen it 
alive in 1745. 

1 he -late ol the extermination of the moa is 
still a debatable point, though it is possible 
that the hist members of this huge race were 
destroyed by the Maori immigrants into New 
/.calami from three to five centuries ago. 

'fhe small black emu of Kangaroo Island, 
plentiful in 1803, was wiped out in less than a 
score ol years, 'fhe New Zealand quail, a 
common gamebird hall a century ago, has 
been exterminated, 'fhe last wild auroch ap- 
pears to have been killed in Poland in 1627, 
though degenerate descendants still linger in 
the parks and reserves of Eastern Europe. 

'fhe great auk before 1800 was common 
ev en to abundance upon the rocky coasts and 
islets of the north. By 1825 il had become 
rare, ami 20 years later the last known speci- 
men was wantonly killed. 

Whether the animal of which De Flacourt 
wrote in 105S was in truth the giant lemur of 
.Madagascar or a form closely allied lo it is now 
impossible to determine; bin it is practically 
certain that tins remarkable animal was exist- 
ing at no enormously remote time. 

'fhe Antarctic fur seal— of which il is said 
that million- were killed by avaricious sealers 
in 45 years, has ceased to be observed. 

In 1741 a noteworthy animal was discover- 
ed by Itehring on the islands off the coast of. 
Kamchatka. 'Ibis W as an enormous toothless 
manatee from jo to 28 feel in length., known 
as "Steller's rhytina." 

Steller, the naturalist, who accompanied the 
expedition, advocated their use as food for the 
sailors. IMs advice was faithfully followed, 
ami so assiduous was the pursuit that by 1768, 
less than 27 years after their discovery, the last 
rhytina had been slam, and an interesting spe- 
cie.- completely bli itted 1 >ut. 

1 >i the tortoises, with which the Mascarene 
am. Seychcne.- Islands swarmed two centuries 
ago, few specimens have survived to our times, 
despite the centenarian age attained by some 
individuals. 

'fhe huge tortoises of the Aldabra Islands, 
so plentiful in former limes, arc known no 
long er, save by a solitary species, in their na- 
tive haunts. 

The colossal chelonians of the Galapagos 
group supplied so delicious and so greatly 
esteemed a diet that in 20 years the rapacity 
of the ships' crews made sad and ir- 
reparable havoc among them.— -Chambers 
Journal.

world-famous. Mr. Moore broadly estimates 
that it will run sixty per cent to the regal 
Douglas fir, fifteen per cent in cedar, fifteen 
per cent in spruce and ten per cent in hemlock 
— such hemlock as is the astonishment of the 
Eastern lumberman, wlio.se knowledge of hem- 
lock is vastly different from that of this West- 
ern Coast. In regard to quantities, the lighter 
timber is naturally found on the higher eleva- 
tions of the limits, but at no place will it cut 
less than twenty-five thousand feet to the acre. 
( >n the other hand, on the low er levels, there 
are patches in w hich six hundred thousand feet 
to the acre will be cut, while three hundred 



thousand may fairly be set down as an honest 
average. 

1'he company has at the present time in 
operation one of the most complete and thor- 
oughly modern logging plant-- that has as yet 
been -ecu on V ancouver Island — a plant which 
in itsell represents an investment of upwards 
of $200,000, and includes the railway running 
five miles of track and switches, and for ex- 
tensions of which four hundred and ten tons of 
new rails are now on the ground; the steamer 
Beatrice, in command of Captain Thomas 
Aaroe. and one of the best little craft of her 
size for the business in British Columbia; 
docks, booming ground, officer hunk-houses, 
stores, a squad uf donkey engines, and all the 
usual impedimenta of an up-to-date camp ( >ne 
hundred and -ixty men are just al present em- 



ployed under Superintendent \V. M. Harlow, 
while Mr. II. A. Hoard. C.K., directs the rail- 
way construction department and overcomes 
such engineering difficulties as may present 
themselves as the work advances. 

The plant is already, and de-pile its size 
stliness, found insufficient (or the 
mancls upon it. and additions and extensions 
are already in the air. The management has 
just ordered a new Sio.ooo -team shovel for 
the railway work, and is at present on the 
lookout for another tugboat, to assist the 
Beatrice. One will be purchased just as soon 
as a suitable craft appears that is purchaseable. 
A new no-ton locomotive (the locomotives at 
present in use are each of forty tons) has re- 
cently been bought, together with two large 
new donkey engines and forty new steel trucks 
with which to reinforce the rolling stock, these 
latter being at present on their way from the 
Eastern works, and due to anise before the 
end of April. 

Increase of staff is to keep pare naturally 
with the enlargement of the plant and facil 
ities generally, so that while the camp is cut- 
ting for the British Columbia mills al the pres- 
ent time about 150.000 to 200.000 feet daily, 
within the ensuing six week- that production 
will be increased to 300,000 feet a day. The 
payroll, which at present exceed- $10,000 per 
month, will during the coming twelvemonth be 
doubled and probably trebled. ( )f the men who

In these works from S50.000 to S75. ooc- will be 
invested, although the company's eng-ineer is 
showing himself something uf a genius for 
economizing 111 the method be has ath ipted in 
building the breakwater— a work thai is be- 
ing accomplished for approximately twenty- 



five per con t of the estimate of a government 
engineer. 'Hie company have erected a sub- 
stantial vvh arf on piling, and on this have 
placed a doaikey engine. This engine is oper- 
ating a scoop dredge, which piles tons upon 
tons of gfrawcl under the pile-supported dock, 
filling this ^structure in and making it almost 
an integral ~ >art of the land. 

At the prresent time, as mentioned previous- 
ly, the camp is working exclusively to supply 
the British Columbia mills. The assurance of 
early constr - uction of the Victoria cc Barkley 
Sound dt vis ion of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way lias, h owever, considerably altered the 
original 7 dar-is, and vastly to the advantage of 
the company, This railway will inevitably

These with the augmented staff of the li. C. 
Klectric Railway Co. will form a town of ap- 
proximately one thousand working residents, 
or say three thousand population, within the 
next two years.

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The Right Rev. Edward King, D.D. was 
one of the most esteemed of ecclesiastics of 
modern times, possessing a charming and win- 
ning personality, and yet his episcopate has 
become historical, from the fact that he was 
the unwilling defendant in a prosecution for 
Ritualism that aroused gcrat bitterness of 
feeling. It seemed, indeed, the irony of fate 
that one so gentle and loving in his disposi- 
tion, who was idolized alike by bishops and 
dons, clergy and undergraduates, peer and 
peasant, should have been the prominent fig- 
ure in a trial which at one time threatened to 
rend the Church of England in twain. Yet, 
such -was the ill-feeling begotten of religious 
prejudices, that Mr. Gladstone was fiercely at- 
tacked for an appointment which was long 
since admitted to have been one of his best. 
The late bishop was the son of the Venerable 
Walter King, Archdeacon of Rochester and 
Rector of Stone. Kent, and was born in [829. 
He was privately educated till he went to 
Oriel College, Oxford, which was then begin- 
ning to feel the effect of the reaction following 
on the secession of Newman to the Church of 
Rome. Even at that time the late bishop ap- 
pears to have been more punctilious in his 
religious duties than the majority of his fel- 
low-students. It is narrated that at the end 
of his first term the Provost, the famous and 
formidable Dr. Hawkins, called him up to the 
high table in the college hall, and, after in- 
specting the chapel register, remarked that he 
had attended divine service in the college 
chapel twice a day since the commencement 
of the term. The undergraduate modestlv 
admitted the fact, and naturally expected a 
word of praise for his attention to his religious 
duties. The Provost took a different view of 
the matter, and said: "Beware, Mi - . King, of 
letting your religion degenerate into a rou- 
tine. You can go." lint Oriel College con- 
tained at that period other spirits more sym- 
pathetic to the High Church movement, and 
pre-eminent among these was the Rev. Charles 
Marriott, Eellow and tutor, who exercised 
upon undergraduates somewhat of the same 
potent influence that Dr. King himself after- 
wards wielded. Strange to say, the future 
Bishop only took the ordinary pass degree in 
1 85 1 , and was ordained in 1854, proceeding 
M.A. in (855, when he was ordained to the 
priesthood. Mis first curacy was at Wheat- 
ley, near Oxford. Here he made himself 



acquainted with the agricultural laborers, and 
this experience subsequently stood him in 
good stead when he visited the villages and 
hamlets of Lincoln diocese. 

At Cuddesdon College 

In 1858 the late bishop entered upon one 
great phase of his life's work, as chaplain and 
assistant lecturer at Cuddesdon Theological 
College, and then began that remarkable work 
among young men which caused him to he 
venerated by successive generations of stu- 
dents. In 1863 he succeeded to the principal- 
ship, and held that post for ten years. When 
he fust went to Cuddesdon Dr. Liddon was 
vice-principal, but in consequence of attacks 
constantly made on the college, the latter re- 
signed in 1859, and returned to Oxford. The 
personal enthusiasm and the devotion which 
the late bishop evoked at Cuddesdon have 
been repeatedly referred to. Amongst those 
whom he attracted were Mr. Gladstone's son, 
liie Rev. Stephen P.. Gladstone, and also mem- 
bers of the Lyttelton family. In 1873 Mr. 
Gladstone appointed Dr. King Canon of Christ 
Church and Regius Professor of Pastoral 
Theology, and in that year the degree of D.D. 
was conferred upon him. The appointment 
was sharply criticized on the ground both of 
religion and scholarship. Dr. King informed 
Mr. Gladstone that he was a strong Conserva- 
tive in polities, and was likely to remain so. 
lie was, in fact, the only bishop who voted in 
the Mouse of Lords against the Government 
in the recent division on the Budget of 1909. 
But his politics did not in any way, as was 
shown by his subsequent promotion, affect 
Mr. Gladstone's high opinion of him. The 
twelve years of his Professorship were event- 
ful. Mr. George W. P.. Russel, who was at 
< Ixford at that time, has stated that Dr. King's 
"power of sympathy amounted to genius, and 
gave him an almost miraculous insight into 
human hearts. He combined the keenest spirt 
duality with a sanctified common sense." 
Appointed Bishop 

In 1885 Mr. Gladstone appointed Dr. King 
to the See of Lincoln, in succession to Dr. 
Christopher Wordsworth. Again the ap- 
pointment raised fierce opposition among the 
Lvangelical party, and even among some more 
moderate Churchmen. Mis consecration, on 
St. Mark's Day, in St. Paul's Cathedral, was a 
memorable event. An immense congregation, 
special tram having been run from Oxford, 



listened to one of Canon Liddon's most note- 
worthy sermons. In the diocese Bishop King 
set to work with his customary enthusiasm 
and devotion. In 1887, upon the suggestion 
of Lord Halifax, the English Church Union 
gave as a Christmas present to the bishop an 
east window, an altar, a crucifix, and other 
fittings for the chapel in his palace at Lincoln, 
which was being formed out of a portion of the 
thirteenih-century palace adjoining the cathe- 
dral. Then the clouds began to gather. 
The Great Trial 
In June, r888, the Church Association., 
whicji hail employed witnesses to watch ihe 
bishop's mode of conducting services, decided 
to commence proceeding's against Dr. King for 
allegal practices in the celebration of the Holy 
Communion at the Church of St. Pcters-at- 
Gowts, in the city of Lincoln, and also at the 
cathedral. The English Church Times prac- 
tically undertook the defence of the bishop, 
and large sums were subscribed. The case 
was heard in the Archbishop's Court, which 
had not assembled for 200 years, and when it 
met the excitement was intense. It was as- 
suredly one of the most momentous ecclesias- 
tical causes of recent times. ( hi Feb. 1 2, |88<J, 
the trial was opened at Lambeth Palace, be- 
fore Archbishop Benson, his. assessors being 
the Bishops of London (Dr. 'Ample 1, Win- 
chester (Dr. Harold Browne). Oxford (Dr. 
S'tubbs), Rochester (Dr. Thorold), and Salis- 
bury (Dr. John Wordsworth). The then 
Bishop of Hereford (Dr. Atlay) afterwards 
took the place of the Bishop of Winchester, 
who resigned during the year, and was suc- 
ceeded by the late Dr. Thorold. Sir Horace 
(later Lord) Davey was the leading counsel 
for the prosecution, whilst Sir Walter Philli- 
morc (now one of His Majesty's judges) and 
Mr. Francis Jcune (the late Lord St. Helier, 
President of the Probate and Divorce Divi- 
sion), were the leading counsels for the 
Bishop. The charges involved the eastward 
position, lighted candles on the altar, the 
mixed chalice, the singing of the Agnus I >ei, 
making the sign of the Cross at the Absolu- 
tion and the Benediction, and taking part in 
the "ceremony of ablution." The eastward 
position also involved the charge of "hiding" 
the "manual acts" during the Consecration 
Prayer. 

The trial on the merits really began on 
Feb. 4, 1890, and the arguments occupied sev- 
eral sittings, covering the whole question of 



the continuity of the Post- Reformation with 
the Pre-Reformation Church of England, and 
Pue binding character of the Privy Council 
judgments. The Archbishop, however, con- 
sented to admit "new light," and on Nov. 21, 
1900, His Grace delivered an elaborate and 
learned judgment, which was remarkable for 
the line it took. L allowed the mixed chalice, 
il mixed beforehand, and not "in and as part of 
the service"; it allowed the eastward position, 
but ordered that the "manual acts" must be 
visible to the communicants; it allowed two 
lighted candles, providing nothing was per- 
formed or done which came under (he defini- 
tion of a ceremony; it was held that the sing- 
ing of the Agnus Dei was not an illegal addi- 
tion to the service. The charge relating to 
the "ceremony of ablution" was dismissed on 
the ground that the evidence did not support 
it. It was held that the making of the sign of 
the Cross in the Absolution and Benediction 
was an innovation which must be discontin- 
ued. It was also ruled that the bishop had 
mistaken the true interpretation of the Com- 
munion Service 111 rot performing the "manual 
acts" so as to be visible, and, consequently, al- 
though the judgment was in his favor on the 
main points, no eiists were given. The bishop 
accepted the judgment, and so did the English 
Church Lnion. but the fact that tin 1 things 
dlowed were only permitted by the Archbis- 
hop provided they were deprived of any cere- 
monial character has practically made it a 
dead letter in Ritualistic churches; it has, 
however, made for peace, because the things 
permitted cannot now lie questioned. The 
Church Association appealed to the Privy 
Council, but the Archbishop's judgment was 
affirmed. 

Episcopal Work 

Dr. King soon became again engrossed in 
the work of his diocese. Early in his episco- 
pate he had shown that even a condemned 
criminal was not beyond his thought and care. 
A fisher-lad from Grimsby was sentenced to 
death at Lincoln for the murder of his sweet- 
heart. The chaplain of the jail, new to the 
work', broke down under the terrible duty of 
preparing th: culprit (who was quite ignorant 
of religious matters) for death, and the bishop, 
hearing of his distress, took the duty on him- 
self. The bishop baptised the prisoner, con- 
firmed him. and gave him his first and last 
Communion in the condemned cell. On the 
night before the execution he slept in the 



prison, and on the fatal morning walked by the 
side of the doomed man to the scaffold, pray- 
ing with him and supporting him till the drop 
went down. By such ministrations as these, 
and by visiting in all parts of his diocese, the 
bishop became more and more beloved, and at 
the end of October, 1897, a meeting was con- 
vened by the then High Sheriff of Lincoln- 
shire (Mr. T. Cheney Garfit), who said that a 
general consensus of opinion had reached him 
from ali parts of the county, and from every 
school of thought, that the time was most op- 
portune for securing to the diocese a portrait 
of the bishop. Subscriptions flowed in so 
ready that a sum of about £850 was ob- 
tained, and the portrait, painted' by W. W. 
Ouless, R.A., was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1899. Tt was presented on Jan. 
8, 1900, at a representative county gathering, 
over which Mr. Garfit again presided, and said 
that, whatever the color of their Churchman- 
ship might be, they all revered the bishop. 
Earl Brownlow, the Lord Lieutenant, made 
the presentation in highly appreciative terms. 
The bishop, in his reply, said he hoped, prayed 
and believed that the troubles of the Church 
were passing away, and it being then the 
darkest days of the war in South Africa, lie 
went on to say he believed there was sunshine 
behind the gloom, and that we should see a 
more united Empire than had been hitherto 
kin ivvn. 

Socially he was much beloved, inviting 
young and old to his parties. There is an old 
Cuddesdon story that a parishioner once com- 
plimented him on not being "a bit of a gentle- 
man." It is no exaggeration to say that he 
will rank among the most universally beloved 
bishops of our day and generation. On the 
completion of his 79th birthday, in December, 
1908, he received a cheque from the clergy and 
laity of his diocese amounting to nearly 
£2,000. This he devoted to the Grimsby 
Church Extension Fund, for which he suc- 
ceeed in raising upwards of £70,000. 

The late bishop was unmarried. Flis devo- 
tion to his mother, after his father's death in 
1859, was most exemplary. Dr. King was the 
author of "Ezra and Nehemiah," "Addresses 
to Men," and "Meditations on the Seven Last 
Words." He rarely touched on controversial^ 
topics ; but few men in our time have invested 
the ministrations of religion on all occasions 
with so touching a reverence and impressivc- 
ness.

GOOSE SHOOTING REMINISCENCES 

1 W tiller A. Cornelius in ( hitdoor Lib 1 

1 have often wondered at the tenacity of 
life "f wild geese, especially ihe Canadian 
goose. 1; would he difficult to tell just what 
would be termed Mt.il spot on an old Can- 
adian "honker.'' I do not refer to the geese who 
carry off the lead of the novice hunter, who 
imagines thai every one he shoots at is "lead 
ballasted" and that distant fields and swamps 
tire ci ivered with hi- -lain. 

'l'he enthusiastic goose hunter, but poor 
-hot, thinks he can see unmistakable signs of 
mortal injury on the goose be had picked out 
a- the llock rapidly wing their way to other 
counties and other slates, and he never takes 
In- watery eyes off them until he can no 
longer follow the thread like streak on the 
horizon Most of the geese fired 011 by thi- 
class of hunter- are far out of range of a shut 
gun, but in their zeal lo kill a goose their eyes 
attain telescopic power and the highly prized 
game really appear- close to them. 

In Kansas and Oklahoma, nowaday- the 
killing of a goose is heralded far and v\ ide 
among the umters, so scarce have die geese 
become and so .wary. 1 have seen the time 
ten or fifteen year- ago when they used to 
cover the field- and lake- by the acre, but 
nowadavs must of ihose -ecu ate passing high 
overhead. 

In the lasi few years I have killed tpiite a 
number '-1 Canada geese ami gray and white 
brants . ni tin lake- in Me I 'In-r-. m n unity and

The goose I killed was one of the largest 
I have ever -ecu. Il weighed just sixteen 
pound-, and was poor at that. 

1 gave ii io a .Missouri Pacific passenger 
hrakeman, win, took it 1,, I 'uehlo, Colo., where 
he -aid ii attracted a great deal of attention 
1 ni ace mill 1 if its barge -ize. 

A few year- ago I watched my brother 
crawl up behind a straw -lack near which 
.-even Canadian geese had lit. He had a .32-20 
Winchester rifle and. although the geese flew 
before he could -hoot- he hit two of them. 
One of Hie geese flew ov er a mile and came 
down because 11 could not gel over a high 
hedge. On dressing ii was found thai the bul- 
let had passed sipiarely through its body. The 
<'ther one Hew a mile and a half. Ii was shot 
hi ihe back and w a- dead w ben picked up.

Subsidiary to the big game trophies will be 
collections of pictures ami relics illustrating 
horse racing, a most popular sport in Austria.

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With a very little capital and a great deal 
f patience, cake-making can be turned into a 
profitable occupation. It is eminently suited 
I--, '.'nose who are forced by circumstances to 
stay at home and "keep house" while their 
more (or less!) fortunate sisters are out in 
the world earning their living as secretaries, 
journalists, and the like. 

There i-- scarcely any outlay called for. as 
all the necessary things are to be found in any 
well-ordered kitchen/ with the exception, per- 
haps, of a wire sieve, on to which the cakes 
should he turned directly they arc cooked, lu 
prevent their becoming heavy. 

There arc certain pitfalls, however, into 
which the beginner is almosl certain to step 
unless advised of them beforehand. One of 
the chief of them is making use of inferior 
butter .flour, etc. Nothing save the very best 
materials should ever he used. Another gener- 
al failing i- greasing the cake-tins with ordin- 
ary butter instead of clarified fat, which i- the 
correct thing to use. 

Eggs must always he broken separate!. ••• 
in a -in:'' 1 ' • 
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-'inn ill dough, div ide the mixture eqifiiiy and 
form into about four cakes. Flatten out and 
pinch round the edges. If liked, a piece of 
candied peel can lie put in the centre, but it is 
mure correct merely to prick il. with a fork. 
Bake to a very pale lemon-color in a fairly 
quick oven. 

Macaroons 

Macaroons are easy to make, and always 
command a ready sale. 

Whisk the whites of 'three eggs to a stiff 
froth with a little cold water, then stir in half 
a pound nf castor sugar and two ounces each 
ni bitter and sweet ground almonds. Flour a 
baking sheet, and cover with wafer paper. On 
tin- limp, al equal distances, a small piece of 
the mixture, putting half of a blanched almond 
ni the centre of each. Bake in a moderate oven 
for ten minutes, when the macaroons should be 
crisp .ami -lightly browned. Cut round the pa- 
per w hen done, and put the cakes on a sieve to

opportunity has been afforded for compilation 
cf die authoritative returns from every dis- 
trict and every polling division in the elec- 
torate, so that statistical analyses and com- 
parisons arc made possible, and the returns 
for all constituencies available in compact and 
advantageous form for record and reference. 
Statistics are not usually as absorbingly fas- 
cinating as certain other forms of literature, 
and yet even the columns of figures presented 
in the returns of an election now grown cold 
are not without a very lively interest for the 
country when they attest as do these under 
consideration, how very rapidly British Co- 
lumbia is growing uimcf the present govern- 
ment. 

The last previous provincial general elec- 
tion took place less than three years before — 
earl}- m 1907. At that election 63,294 votes 
were received by the various candidates ot all 
represented parties, while in the historic con- 
test of last November no fewer than 101. 
were so recorded — indicative of a greater ratio 
of population growth than has piobahlv e\er 
before been similarly attested in any Can- 
adian province. For sixty per cent increase in 
the recorded vote of the province within a 
period of thirty-tour months must surely be 
accepted as indicative of very rapid augmenta- 
tion of population, and to be regarded with an 
authority that business men and statisticians 
will respect as showing that the First Minister 
was keeping we!! within the probabilities in 
predicting a further doubling of British Co- 
lumbia's population during the next decade, 
when railway building shall have wrought 
mighty changes and focussed the attention of 
the world upon this prosperous province. 

To deal more particularly with the politi- 
cal character of the just completed returns: It 
shows that recognized Conservative candi- 
dates in this last election obtained a total of 
53-073 votes, as against 31,160 in 1907, a gain 
for the party of 21,913 (upwards of 40 per 
cent.), or almost the total of the Liberal vote 
of 1907. The rival party organization i Lib- 
eral) in the same period gained 13,515. its can- 
didates securing a total of 30,073 in Novem- 
ber last, as contrasted with 22,558 in the carlv 
spring of 1907. Justifying in a measure the 
claims of Mr. Hawthornthwaite as to the 
growing popularity of the Socialistic propa- 
ganda, the party of which the member foi Xa- 
naimo is in tiiis province the foremost repre- 
sentative, gained 5,682 upon a vote of 5.589 in 
1907, or more than 100 per cent, increase. 

\t the same time the Socialists had the 
honor at the more recent elections of con- 
tributing no less than $[.200 of the $2,500 
brought to the provincial treasury in the form 
of forfeited deposits, there being twelve Social- 
ists of the eighteen candidates of the party 
throughout the country, who failed to score 
even one-half of the vote obtained by the low- 
est of their successful opponents. " Even at 
this an improvement was shown, as in 1907 the 
Socialist candidates in fifteen cases lost their 
forfeit money— and they had fewer candidates 
in the field than in November last. The toll of 
lost deposits shows less variation otherwise 
than any other feature of the election returns, 
twenty-tour deposit:; being lost in [907, ami 
but one more in 1909. The distribution of the 
unfortunates may be set forth in abstract thus:

1907 — Socialists, 15; Liberals, 3: 
cuts, 3; Conservatives. 2: Laborite, 

1909 — Socialists, 12: Liberals, 8 
ent-Liberals, 2; Conservatives, o; 
cut-Conservative, 1; Local Option

Jt is one of the curiosities of the present 
parliament that it contains three representa- 
tives of the Manson family — two brothers and 
a cousin — and that in each case their oppon- 
ents were so signally unsuccessful as to lose 
their deposits, in one case (that of Comox) 
despite the fact that the district was split by 
a four-cornered battle. Each of the three 
rivals for Mr. Michael Hanson's present honors 
paid $100 for the privilege of having run 
against him. In Skcena also Mr. William Alan- 
sou had the satisfaction of defeating two can- 



didates with the lose of their deposits to both; 
while in Dewdney Mr. W. J. Manson had but 
one in the running against him — and therefore 
could only defeat one, with the usual Manson 
honors. The complete score of deposit-losers 
in the last election reads: Comox — Cartwright 
(S.), Forest (L.) and Duncan (I.C.) ; Cowi- 
chan — Evans (L.) ; Cranbrook — Fitch (S.) ;
